WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Increases in the costs of steel 
and 
new 
cars 
drove up 
overall wholesale prices by 
1.8 per cent in October, the 
biggest monthly increase in 
a year, the Labor Depart­ 
ment said today. 
The increase in govern­ 
m e n t’s 
W holesale 
Price 
Index, which translates into 
a double-digit annual rate of 
21.6 per cent, soon will be felt 
by consumers in the retail 
prices they pay for goods 
and services. 
For the past three months 
combined, prices have in­ 
creased at a compounded 
annual rate of 13.5 per cent. 
The increase last month was 
the biggest since October, 
1974, when wholesale prices 
jumped 2.9 per cent. 
The prices of industrial 
commodities, which make 
up 70 per cent of all the items 
measured, were up a sub­ 
stantial 1.2 per cent—also 
the biggest increase in a 
year. 
This 
was 
caused 
primarily by price increases 
for steel and other metals, 
textile goods and the 1976 
model automobiles. 
Although prices paid to 
farmers fell in October, the 
costs of farm products and 
foods jumped 1.7 per cent, 
led by increases in the prices 
of leave tobacco, fluid milk. 


live poultry and vegetables, 
the department said. 
The Wholesale Price Index 
stood at 178.9 in October, a 
5.1 per cent increase over 
last year. This means the 
same commodities that sold 
for $100 in 1967, now sell for 
$178.90. 
The sh a rp in cre a se in 
October indicated that in­ 
flationary 
p re ssu re s 
on 
consumers may intensify in 
the months ahead. Increases 
in wholesale food prices are 
passed along quickly to the 
consumer, while industrial 
prices are felt much later. 
Industrial prices, 
which 
tended to level off earlier 
this year, have been 
in­ 
creasing by steadily bigger 
percentages since last May. 
This is a more ominous sign 
than the rise in traditionally 
volatile food prices. 
The overall 1.8 per cent 
increase in wholesale prices 
took seasonal factors into 
account. On an unadjusted 


basis, wholesale prices rose 
0.7 per cent based on in­ 
creases of 0.1 per cent in food 
and farm products and 0.9 
per 
cent 
in 
in d u stria l 
commodities. 


Among 
the 
in d u strial 
commodities, 
which 
com ­ 
prise 70 percent of the index, 
there were significant in­ 
creases in October in steel 
and oil prices. 
The big steel companies 
im posed prices in c re a se s 
am ounting 
to 
n e a rly 
4 
percent in September and 
early October. The world 
prices of oil also went up IO 
percent 
causing 
spinoff 
increases for other fuels, 
including coal. 


Also contributing to the 
wholesale price index during 
October was a decision by 
the Federal 
Power Com­ 
mission to allow interstate 
customers to hedge against a 
shortage of natural gas by 
buying it at higher prices. 


For His Decision 
Rocky Blames Split

Vice President Nelson A. 
Rockefeller said today he 
decided not to be President 
Ford’s running-mate in 1976 
because he had come to 
Washington “ to serve the 
country I love ... I didn’t 
come down to be caught up 
in party squabbles.” 
Rockefeller, 
at 
an 
nationally broadcast news 
conference three days after 
he announced his surprise 
decision not to run again, 
referred immediately in an 
opening statement 
to the 
conservative-liberal split 
that has wracked the party 
for more than a decade. 
Rockefeller said that “a 


minority of a minority” of 
conservative 
Republicans 
opposed his place on a ticket 
Rockefeller has been a sore 
point with the party’s right 
wing since he opposed Sen. 
Barry Coldwater at the 1964 
COP 
national 
convention. 
When 
asked 
what 
squabbles he was referring 
to, he said. “I think they’re 
obvious to everybody.” 
Rockefeller said he came 
to Washington “to serve the 
country I love and to help in 
solving the problems that we 
face But I didn’t come down 
to be caught up in party 
squabbles that make it more 
difficult for the President at 
a time when the problems of 
the country 
require” 
his 


closest attention. 
Rockefeller said the dif­ 
ferences of opinion he had 
with Ford over federal aid to 
financially stra p p e d New 
York City had nothing to do 
with his decision. He said 
Ford had not written off New 
York state in 1976 by his 
refusal to help New York. 
But asked w hether he 
thought Ford’s stand would 
hurt the party in the state, 
Rockefeller replied, “ I do.” 
Asked what his role will be 
in the future. Rockefeller 
said, “ I have no role. I’m not 
a candidate. I have said all 
along 
that 
the 
President 
after his nomination should 
select 
his 
running 
mate. 
People 
d id n ’t 
seem 
to 
believe that but I took care of 
that by writing the letter” to 
Ford 
announcing 
his 
decision. 
“ Because people didn t be­ 
lieve what I was saying so 
the only way I could make 
them believe was to write 
the letter and take it out of 
being an issue,” he said 
Rockefeller said Ford did 
not encourage his decision 
not to be on the ticket. 
Asked what he would do 
a fter 
leaving 
office 
in 
J a n u a ry , 
1977, 
the 


multimillionaire vice presi­ 
dent said, “ I never worry 
about what I will do next. I 
will always find some oc­ 
cupation.” 


Rockefeller said that since 
he was the basis for the 
“squabbles” in philosophy 
between the GOP right and 
left 
wings, 
he said 
he 
believed that with him out of 
the picture the difficulties 
would 
be 
se ttle d —” I ’ve 
elim in ated 
m yself 
and 
therefore I eliminated part 
of the problem which was the 
basis for the party squab­ 
bles.” 
On Ford, he said, “ I think 
he will be nominated and 
he’s my candidate.” 
When asked if he thought if 
Ford had anything to worry 
about 
from 
form er 
California 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan in the 1976 cam- 
paing. Rockefeller said, “ I 
personally don’t.” 


“I’m not discouraged at 
all, I have never felt better,” 
Rockefeller told a reporter 
who 
said 
he 
looked 
discouraged. “ I don’t think 
there has ever been a vice 
president that has ever been 
given greater latitude” in 
the job.

time to 
calls for assistance has been 
well substantiated as being 
one of the prime factors both 
in solving crimes and in 
p re v e n tin g 
a d d itio n a l 
crim inal 
a c ts ,”

spokesm an stated. “ The 
response time is considered 


to be that period of time that 
elapses from the time the 
Police Dept, first receives a 
call from a citizen until the 
officer arrives at the scene. 
“This elapsed time has 
consistently averaged less 
than three minutes per call 
when the Plano Police Dept. 
is called,” the spokesman 
revealed. 
“This compares 
quite favorably to the five to 
15 minutes average response 
time reported by nearby 
Texas cities.

First, clean the wound and 
get rid of loose bark, then 
apply a special pruning 
compound.

The county agent warns 
against wrapping a wire or 
metal band tightly around a 
tree trunk. This breaks the 
bark and cuts off the flow of 
food from the leaves to the 
roots. If the band is left on, 
the tree will eventually die. 
Since 
a 
tree’s 
main 
“ feeder” roots are in the top 
15 to 18 inches of the soil, 
care should be used to avoid 
packing the soil. Soil that is 
compacted by automobiles 
or pedestrians can prevent 
normal root development. If 
possible, try to reroute 
traffic around the tree by 
fencing or by using plan­ 
tings. 
“ Landscape fills or the 
addition of more than four to 
six inches of soil around the 


base 
of 
a 
tree 
can 
be 
e s p e c i a l l y 
h a r m f u l . ' 
Risinger warned. “ It suf­ 
focates the tree by keeping 
out water and air. 
If a 
shallow fill is essential, it’s 
best to use sand or gravel 
soils that let in air and 
water.” 
One way of protecting a 
tree from a fill is to build a 
brick or stone well two to 
three feet out from the trunk. 
“ The first 
step is 
to 
remove all vegetation within 
the well area around the 
tree,” Risinger explained. 
“ Then 
install 
agricultural 
drain tile out and down from 
the trunk in a spokelike 
pattern. 
Build 
the 
well 
around the tree and fill it 
gradually over two or three 
years with coarse sand and 
gravel.” 
Once 
the 
well 
is 
con­ 
structed. the outside grade 
can be raised as desired 
“ The best way to protect 
trees is to prevent damage 
before it occurs,” the agent 
concluded

Schlesinger’s dismissal as 
Secretary of Defense came 
from Sen. Henry Jackson’s 
reaction to the unannounced 
action. 
But to anyone who under­ 
stands how things work 
around here, that sequence 
seemed perfectly in order. 
Anytime therp is a high 
level government firing, the 
question arises as to how the 
firer breaks the news to the 
firee. Usually, the decision is 
made at a meeting between 
the President and his top 
aides. 
Now 
that 
the 
tape 
recorders 
have 
been 
removed from the Oval 
Office, we may never see the 
exact transcript of the talks 
that led up to the ouster of 
Schlesinger 
and 
CIA 
Director William Colby. 
It is possible, however, to 
reconstruct what I feel sure 
is a 
reasonably accurate 
facsimile of the discussion.

Imported, m iniature lights 
appear to be the biggest 
problem. 
T he C o n s u m er P ro d u c t 
S afety 
C o m m issio n 
last 
s u m m e r 
d ir e c te d 
its 
regional offices across the 
country to m ake spot checks 
of inventories to uncover any 
shock or fire hazards. 
Later, it wrote letters to 
retailers and 
wholesalers, 
telling them 
they 
had 
a 
responsibility under the law 
of advising the commission 
on any problems. 
The 
c h e c k s 
by 
CPSC 
personnel across the country 
used kits to test lights under 
normal 
consum er 
useage. 
They already have identified 
s e v e ra l c a s e s w ith 
s u b ­ 
stantial hazards. 
One official said alm ost all 
defects so far have involved 
m iniature 
lights 
imported 
from such places as Taiwan. 
South Korea and Italy. 
The hazards are predic­ 
table: bare wires, electrical 
failures, shorts and the like. 
The commission now must 
decide how to correct the 
problem. 
One official said the staff 
has recom m ended that the 
agency avoid any massive 
recall. 
Consumers

put Christm as lights away 
each year without the boxes

M assiv e 
confusion might result from 
a recall in which owners 
have no idea what brand 
they have or even where 
they m ight h a v e bought 
them. 
The staff has

a m a s s iv e p re -C h ris tm a s 
education cam paign asking 
A m ericans to check out the 
lights they have in storage 
and exam ine new purchases

In general, CPSC officials 
think the industry has been 
responding, and the safety 
q u e s tio n s a r e being a d ­ 
dressed. 
A G eneral Electric expert 
told UPI the consum er’s best 
safeguard is to look for the 
UL label on light sets. But 
one CPSC official said some 
sets in which hazards w ere 
discovered this 
year 
had 
such a label and w ere bad 
a n y w a y .

The CPSC soon will start 
another program to protect 
the public from dangerous 
lights.

beat. Right now. though, I’ve 
got to get enough money to 
buy the land.”
